OOKS on the Knesset are 
increasing in number as 

well as in the variety of lan- 
guages in which they are ap- 
pearing. The latest is in Ger- 
man and the author is a par- 
liamentary correspondent of 
a German-language news 
paper who has sat in the 
presg gallery from the very 
first day. It is intended to in- 
struct and for the most part 
consists of a description of 
the parties and the leading 
personalities in each of them. 
No attempt is made to eva- 
luate them as parliamentar- 
ians; each gets a vignette, 
with a sketch of his back- 
ground both in Israel and the 
movements abroad. There can 
be few parliaments in the 
world which contain so hi 
a percentage of members who 
arrived with ready-made re- 
putations or equipped with so 
much experience of public 
life. This may be a character- 
istic peculiar to first parlia- 
ments and as such is worth 
recording. 


The author devotes brief, 
clearly condensed paragraphs 
to procedure and constitution 
and succeeds in conveying a 
picture of an efficient and 
workable deliberative and 
legislative assembly. It is a 
useful handbook.
